HE Principality of Orange, more Famous by the 


than by the Rank it holds among the Principalities 
of Europe, (of which it is one of the leaſt conſiderable, 
either for the extent of its Territory, or 'the num- 
ber of its Inhabitants,) has been, under the Reign of Lewis XIV. 
King of France, and from the Birth of William III. King of Great 
Britain, the laſt Prince of Orange, of the Houſe of Naſſau, the 
Theater of Revolutions and Troubles, which from that flouriſh- 
ing State it enjoy'd before, have reduced it to a Heap of Rub- 
biſh, and a diſmal Deſert. But before I begin the recital of 


thoſe Misfortunes,with which it has been over-whelm'd,and which 
have brought it to that miſerable Condition it is in at preſent, - 


by the general Expulſion of all its Inhabitants of the Reformed 


Religion, it may not be improper to give the Reader a general 


Idea of the Situation, Qualities, and Government of this little 


State, - * |

The Principality of Orange lies in the 43d Degree of Nor- 
thern Latitude, within a League from the River Rhone, in the 


middle of the County of Avignon ; having Provence on the Eaſt 


and South; Languedoc on the Weſt, and Dauphine on the North. 
Its extent is four Leagues and an half Eaſt and Weſt, and 
three Leagues North and South. This ſmall Spot of Ground, 
contains two Towns, three Villages, and above 600 Country 


HFouſes, inhabited by above Ten Thouſand Perſons, the moſt 


conliderable and wealthieſt of which were Proteſtants ;, having 
embrac'd the Reformed Religion when it was firſt planted in 
France, and openly profeſſed it under the Authority of the Pre- 
teſtant Princes of the Houſe of Naſſau, their lawful Sovereigns. 
The City of Orange, the Capital of that Principality, is the Seat 
of a Sovercign Court of Parliament, a Biſhop's See, and has be- 
ſides, an Univerſity. This Principality,tho' fo inconſiderable for 
its extent, is nevertheleſs one of the moſt pleaſant and molt fer- 
tile Countries of Europe. The Mountain, whoſe Foot ending in 
a Point, reaches the Capital City, and which ſtretching it ſelf, 
takes up the Southern part of the Principality, produces the beſt 


"Olives in all Provence, and a great quantity of excellent Wines, 


which being conſum'd at home, by-reaſon of the difficulty to 
trapfþort them, are therefore ſold extream Cheap. The Plain, 
which takes up the other Three Parts of the Territory, is fo ex- 
traordinary fruitful in Corn, that tho” this State be pretty well 
Peopled, conſidering its Extent, yet the Cropof one Year is ſuffi- 
Client to feed all the Inhabitants during three Years.. Silk, which 
is the great Commodity of this Country, is a Source of Wealth, 


that keeps the meaneſt of its Inhabitants-fram Indigence. To- 


wards the end of the Autumn, moſt part of the Ground is cover'd. 


"with Flowers of Saffron, of which, a conſiderable —_— is Ex- 


rted into Foreign Countries. The Soil is watered by almoſt an 
infinite number of Springs and Rivulets, which, together with 
the heat of the Climate, cauſe the Graſs of the Meadows to grow 
ſo faſt, that ſome yield eight Crops a Year. Figs, Peaches, Al- 
monds, and generally all Fruits that grow in France and Italy, 
are here in ſuch plenty, that the Inhabitants do not much Took 
after them, but leave them in common for the uſe of their Neigh- 
bours and Travellers. Every body has here the liberty to Hunt 
and Shoot; and there being, according to the different 2 |

of the Year, a great many Birds of paſſage, of all ſorts 3 the Toit 
and Time People beſtow on their Diverſion, is recompenſed by 
what they catch. The Air is here extreamly temperate, eſpeci- 
ally during the Spring, Winter and Autumn; and withal, ſo pu- 


rify'd by the North Winds, which blow moſt generally, that the- 


City of Orange might paſs for the moſt healthful, and moſt plea- 
fant Place to live in of all France, if the Waters, that run from 
the Common-Sewers, and ſtagnate in the Ditches of the City, 
did not exhale, during the Heats of the Dog-days, an Infection 


which cauſes there, moſt dangerous malignant Fevers. The 


Country abounding in Sheep, yields ſo much Wool as ſuffices ta 
cloath the Inhabitants ; and within a a of the City of O- 
range, there is a Pond, which being dri 
of Summer, there remains a Cruſt of Salt a Foot thick, over all 
the extent of its ſurface. . 
The Principality of Orange has, Time out of Mind, been ſepa- 
rated from France, tho it be inclos'd in that Kingdom; and un- 
der the Dominion of Princes that poſſeſt it in full Sovereignty, 
ſince the Gothe, who invaded that part of the Roman Empire, ſet- 
led themſelves in Provence, and their Chiefs divided among them- 
ſelves the Lands they had Conquer'd: The Hiſtory of the erect- 
ing this Country into a Principality, under the Empire of theGeths, 


remains in obſcurity, by reaſon of the diſtance of Times, the 


Bar barouſneſs of thoſe Ages, and the ſlender Accounts thoſe 


People have left us of their Government. All that we are able 


to know with ſome certainty, from the Records of the Princes, 
and the old Regiſters which are ſtill preſery'd in the City of O- 
range, is, that from about Eight Centuries paſt, this Principa- 


lity has been convey'd either by Contracts of Marriage, or other- 


wiſe, into ſeveral Families; and lately from the Houſe of Baux 
and Chalons, into that of the Princes of Naſſau, who have enjoy'd: 


it about 149 Vears, till the deceaſe of his Late Britamnick Majeſty, 
William III; not without frequent Diſputes about the ſame, 


with the Lords of the Houſe of Longueville, pretended Heirs of the 
laſt Prince of Chalons. * 4 
This Principality, till the middle of the laſt Age, had enjoy'd a 
profound Peace under the Government of Viſliam I. Maurice, and 
Frederick Henry, Princes of Orange, and Founders of the Repub- 
lick of Holland; and its Tranquility had, till then, been 1 ways 
| iſturb'd 


up during the Heats.

. Me conſented to the Demoliſhing of part of the 
the Citadel, ſpecified in the Treaty by the time they had been 
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diſturb'd by the Kings of France, who maintain'd a moſt ſtrict 


Union and Friendſhip with thoſe Princes. But under the Reign 


of Lewis XIV, and from the Cradle of William ew laſt Prince 


of Orange, and King of Great Britain, of glorious Memory, the 
boundleſs Ambition of that French Monarch has expos'd it to Re- 
volutions and Misfortuges, which have, at laſt, reduc'd it to that 
deplorable State it is in at preſent, to wit, without Walls, with- 
out. Inhabitants, and without Husband-men to Till its Rich and 
Fertil Soil. This was the Origin and Beginning of its Deſolation. 

i The Princeſs Dowager, Relict of Frederick Henry, and Grand- 
mother to Wil;am III. King of Great Britain, having a Diſpute 
with the Princeſs Royal his Mother, Daughter to Charles I. 
King of Great Britain, about the Adminiſtration, and Guardian- 
ſhip of that young Prince, who loſt his Father before he came in- 


to the World; the King of France, who by the Advice of his Mi- 


niſters, had already projected the Ruin of all the Reformed in 
his Kingdom, was glad to find this favonrable Opportunity to 
poſſeſs himſelf of the City of Orange, which for its advantageous 
Situation between two Provinces full of Proteſtants, and for the 
ſtrength of its Fortifications, was looked upon as the Bulwark of 
the Reformation, in the Southern Provinces of France. Andin- 
deed the Princeſs Royal, deluded by the fair . Promiſes of that 
Monarch, aud fearing leſt the States of the United Provinces 
ſhould declare themſelves in favour of the Princeſs Dowager,who 
thew'd great regard to them, betook her ſelf to his Protection, 
and madea Treaty with him, whereby upon Condition that he 
mould Put her in Poſſeſſion of the City and A way of Orange, 
ortifications o 


xais d, The King of France, thus authoriz d by that Princeſs, 
caug'd his Troops to march into the Principality, ſummon'd the 
Count of Dhona, who commanded in the Caſtle to ſurrender that 
Fortreſs, and having taken Poſſeſſion of the ſame, and falſified 


the Tenor of the Freaty by changing the Dates, he cauſed all the 
Forti ſicatiogs of the City and Citadel to be razed, and left nothing 
ſtanding but the Ramparts, and the Body of the Caſtle: Being 


come himſelf in Perſon into the City of Orange, to order the de- 
moliſhing of that important Fortreſs, and be Spectator of that 
Unjuſt Execution. a -. i

I H Is was the firſt Misfortune that befel the Principality of 
Orange, which afterwards facilitated the French King's De- 
ign to Ruin it intirelyg and which robb'd it of that Luſtre and 
Pomp, with which it ſhined under the Government of the Count 
of Dhona, Who being a Lord, Affable, Generous and Liberal, 
and keeping as ſine and magnificent a Court, as that of the Prince 
of Orange, drew thither a Crowd of Strangers, of all Nations, 
and rendred it the moſt. pleaſant and delightful Place in all 
France. Tis true, chat this Principality remain'd in a peace - 
ful condition, under the Government of the Princeſs Dowager, 
who, after the Deceaſe of the Princeſs Royal, was put in Poſ- 
ſeſſion af the Guardianſhip and Adminiſtration of her Grandſon's 
Eſtates : But this Tranquility was not of long duration. 
Every Body knows, That the King of France, to execute tlie 
fond Project he had form'd of an Vniuerſal Monarchy, and to de- 
ſtroy all the Proteſtants, invaded the United Provinges of the Ne- 
ther lands, at the Head of 10000 Men, and was already ad van- 
ced to the very Gates of Amſterdam, Tis known likewiſe, that 
the Inhabitants of thoſe Froyinces, allarmed at the Rapidity of 
his Conqueſts, and fixing all their Hopes in the Perſon of the 
Prince of Orange, the Offaſpring of the Illuſtrious Founders: of their 
Common- wealth, plac'd him at the Head of their Government 
and Armies, and empower him to uſe all the Methods he ſhould: 
think moſt proper and effectual, to free them from the Bonds 
with which they were threatned. The King of France, who? 
rightly judged, that if he could draw the Prince of Orange to his 
Intereſt, he ſnould meet th no other Opſtacle, in the Conqueit of 
that Rich Country, left no means untry'd to gain his Higlineſs, 
offering him the Sovereignty of the City of Amfterdam, and all 
the Honours and Employments he ſhould deſire in his Kingdom. 
But the French King, finding him inflexible to all his Promiſes, 
and reſolute to remain Faithful to his Country's Intereſt ; and, at 
the ſame time, being enrag'd to be oblig'd to yield to the Valour 
and Conduct of that young Captain, and, at his 2 to a-

bandon all the Conqueſts he had already made; but not being 
able to revenge himſelf on the Perſon df the Prince, he reſolv'd 
= to wreak his Reſentment on the Inhabitants of his Principality, 
| and the Walls 'of his Houſe. Thereupon he ſeat Orders to the 
| Count de Grignan, Lieutenant General, and Commander in Pro- 
vence, forthwith to put himſelf at the Head of the Nobility and 


Troops of that Province, to ſeize upon thePrincipality of Orange; 


to demoliſh the Caſtle, which was the onlyftrong Poſt yet ſtand- 
ing, and to haraſs the Inhabitants of that 5

Detail of all the Vexations and Injuries that were committed a- 
gai nſt all the Inhabitants in general, and thoſe of the Reform- 
ed Religion in particular; but there having been Printed a little 
Book, Entituled, The Tears of james Pineton of Chambrun, 
which has been Tranſlated into ſeveral Languages, and which 
gives a juſt and circumſtantiated Idea of all the Sufferiligs, thoſe 
People have undergone during that ſpace of Time, I think it pro-

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CHAP. III. 


The Demoliſhing of the Ramparts, and Plundering of the 
City of Orange. 


? HE King of France, who by the Treaty of Nimeguen, was 
gd forc'd to reſtore the Principality of Orange, with ſeveral 
other Places he had taken from his Enemies, concluded that 
Peace only to have time to breath, to gather freſh Strength, and 
to contrive new Methods to arrive at Univerſal Empire, which 
ever was his grand Project, and the Aim of all his Enterprizes. 
All the World knows, that ſcarce three Years were elapſed, be- 
fore he mafch'd his Armies into the Field, and that whilſt his 
Neighbours ſlept quiety, upon the Faith of the late Treaty, he 
made himſelf Maſter of the Towns of Strasburg and Luxemburg, 
the two molt important Fortreſſes of Europe, the taking of which 
did entirely cover his Kingdom, and wonderfully favour'd the 
Deſign he had ſtill in his A ts, and which he began once 
more to manifeſt in the Vear 1688, when he invaded the Empire 
with all his Forces, whilſt King James, with whom he had before- 
hand divided Europe, was to Invade Holland with his: Fleet, and 
Land-Army. All the World knows likewiſe, that before he en- 
ter'd upon this great Project, (which would undoubtedly have ſuc- 
ceeded, but for the happy Audaciouſneſs, and the matchleſs Va- 
lour of King William) to caſt a Miſt before the Eyes of the Pope, 
and of all Catholick Princes, and make them believe he had no 
Deſign but againſt the Troteſtant Religion; he reſol vd to reduce 
the Reformed, of his Kingdom, extirpate their Religion, 
force them to embrace the Romiſh. A long time before, n 
who aſpir'd to the Univerſal Monarchy, had taken Meaſures to 
compaſs this Deſign; for under the Reign of Zew:s XIII. and du- 
ring the Minority of Leni XIV. the Cardinals of Rithelieu and 
Mazarin, bent all the Force of their Genius upon Undermining; 
by degrees, the Power of the Proteſtants of that Kingdom, by dil. 
poſſeſſing them of all the Places of Safety that had been given 
them; and deſpoiling them of all the Honours and Advantages . 
they enjoy'd at Court, and in the * z and laſt of all Lew- 
| 14 
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i« XIV. had entirely diſab'd them to reſiſt him, by taking away 
their Arms, by impoveriſhing the Rich through great Impoſiti- 
ons, and by gaining by Penſions, thoſe who had moſt Intereſt with 
the People, and might have put themſelves at their Head: | . 
Nothing could therefore give any Umbrage to theCourt ofFrarce, 
but the City of Orange, which might ſerve for a Magazine, and 
a Place of Refuge to the Reformed. The Town-Houſe was pretty 
well ſtored with Arms of all ſorts; the Inhabitants, who were 
not over-burthen'd with heavy Taxes, as the Subjects of France, 
might either, by themſelves, or by means of their Prince, furniſh 
Sums of Money ſufficient to uphold the Proreftanr Party; and the 
Town, beſides its good Ramparts that were yet ſtanding, might 
have been eaſily fortity'd, its Ancient Fortifications not being 
throughly demoliſh'd, and the Stones of the Old Works ſtill re- 
maining upon the Place. es Je 0 or DU US 
Therefore the King of France fore- ſeeing that this City might 
prove an Obſtacle to his Deſign, and being deſirous to be further 
reveng'd upon the Prince of Orange, who us'd all his Endeavours 
to open the Eyes of the Allies, did caſt about for a Pretence to 
quarrel once more with his Subjects of the Principality of Orange, 
and to ruin that City intirely. Nor was it R 7 found 
one. The Inhabitants of the City of Orange, who ſaw themſelv 
moleſted almoſt every Night by Foreign Robbers, who entredithe 
Town through the Breach which the demolifhing of the Caſtle 
kad made inthe Ramparts, took a Reſolution: to ſtop up that 
Breach, and asked the Prince of Orange, their Sovereign's leave 
for it; which being readily obtain'd, the Work was immediate- 
ly begun; and in a ſhort time, brought almoſt to Perfection, when 
the Fench King bethought Himſelf to diſturb it. Under Colour 
that they built on the Ruins of the Caſtle, and in order to fa- 
vour the Deſigns of his Enemies, meaning the Proteſtants of Dau- 
phine, who not long before had taken up Arms, he ſent an Offi- 
cer to bid the Conſuls of the City, to cauſe an immediate ſtop to 
be put to the Work, and ſo much of it as was already huilt to be 
Demoliſh'd. The Conſuls made Anſwer, That the Princeof O- 
range, their Sovereign, having himſelf order'd the Building of 
this Wall, which was a Publick Work, they could not juſtify the 
Demoliſhing of it, without his Conſent; and that all they could 
do to gratify his Majeſty, was, not to go on with the Work, 5 
5 5 they 
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they had receiv'd their Maſter's further Orders. This Anſwer, 
tho' the moſt re ſpectful, and moſt reaſonable that could be made, 
on ſuch an occaſion, did nevertheleſs reliſh but ill with the French 
King; who, thereupon, ſent the Marquis 4e Mont ane gues, who 
commanded in the Lower Languedoc, with the Regiment of Dra- 
goons of 1a Lande, to chaſtize, (for ſuch were the Terms of the 
Marquiſs's Orders) the Inſolence of thoſe of the Principalit of O- 
range, who had been ſo audacious as to diſobey him. The Maroulis 
executed his Maſter's Orders faithfully. He enter'd the defence- 
leſs City of Orange, at the Head of his Dragoons, with Sword in 
hand, as if it had been a Conquer'd Place ; lodg'd his Men at 
Diſcretion in all the Proteſtant Houſes ; without reſpe of Sex or 
Quality; commanded the Inhabitants to. Demoliſh with their 
own Hands, both the New Wall, and all the Ancient Ramparts 


of the City; took away all the Arms that were found in the . * 


'Town-Houſe, and in private Houſes ; interdicted the Univerſity, 
forbidding, ' under great Penalties, the Regents and Profeſſors to 
admit any more into their Colleges, any Subjects of the King 


his Maſter; of the Reformed Religion; extorted by unheard of 


Vilanies, all the ready Money of private Perſons; conſumed all 
the Proviſions, and deſtroy'd all the Houſnold- goods of the Inhas 
bitants, by the Riots and Exceſſes of his Soldiers, who us'd Bran- 
dy, Oil, and the moſt precious Goods for Fewel ; and did not re- 
treat till he had oblig'd the Innabitants to borrow the Sum of 


1400000 Livres; to defray his Journey, which Sum he ſhard with 


the other Officers. I might here repreſent the Deſolation of 
thoſe poor People, whilſt they were viſited with the Plague of the 
French Satelliten; the Barbarouſneſs of the Soldiers, who ſtrang- 
led ſome, to make them confeſs where they had conceal'd their 
Mony and Plate, who hang'd others in the Chimney, and burnt 
Straw under the Soles of their Feet, to extort from them the 
ſame Confeſſion ; and who kept Husbands tied to the Bed-poſts, 
whilſt they committed on their Wives and Daughters, ſuch Vio- 
lences and Brutalities, as Hell alone can prompt Men to. But 
I ſtudy to be ſhort, and without entring into a Detail, that would 


but create Horror, I paſs on to the following Perſecutions, which 


were ſtill more cruel and dolorous. 
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CHAP. IV. 


"Of the Perſecution exercisd by the French Ning, upon the 
Proteſtants of the Principality of Orange, ſince the Tear 
1685, 70 the Peace of Ryſwick. | 


1 & HE City of Orange, which was the only Poſt that could 
give any jealouſie to the French King, being Diſmantled, 
and its Inhabitants Diſarm'd and Spoil'd ; that Monarch began 
to execute the Project he had form'd from the Beginning of his 
Reign, viz. to extirpate the Reform'd Religion in his Kingdom, 
which he thought would be ſubſervient to his greater Deſign, 
which was to make himſelf Univerſal Monarch. Wherefore, du- 
ring the three Years that elaps'd from the laſt ill. Treatment of 
Orange, to the repealing of the Edict of Nantes, which happen'd 
towards the End of the Year 1685, all the Proteſtants in France 
were vexed in fuch manner, as to give them clearly to under- 
ſtand the King's Deſign, that The Court might. gueſs what. Mea- 
ſures they would take to ward off the impending Blow, and what 
Hopes might be conceiv'd from the Violences that were deſign'd 
to be put upon them, to force them to abjure their Religion, and 
embrace Popery. Upon falſe Accuſations, and under ſeveral Pre- 
tences, ſometimes their Churches were ſhut up, ſometimes: their 
Paſtors ſilenc'd or exil'd ; ſome were won by Promiſes, others ſe- 
duc'd and frighten'd by Menaces, and, in ſhort," all poſſible 
means were us d to ſtun them and bereave them of their Senſes, 
in order to prepare them for the great Blow, which was ſoon after 
to fall upon them. The Provinces of Dauphind and the Cevennes, 
whoſe Mountains were moſtly Inhabited by Proteſtants, w ho might 
conſequently. defend themſelves in theſe inacceſſible Places with 
more Eaſe than the other Province) of the Kingdom, were alſo the 
only People that made a ſhew to oppoſe the Torrent that was 
ready to overwhelm them. Therefore they took up a Reſoluti- 
on to Aſſemble, and Preach in Places that were under an Inter- 
dit, with Arms in their Hands; but this being a Populace with- 
out a Head, and led by Men incapable to go through with ſuch 

an Enterprize, the Dragoons that were upon the Place, fired up- 
| on 
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en, and put to the Sword all thoſe they found in Arms, and ea- 
ſily diſſipated that Inſurrection. The King of France judging of 
the weakneſs of the Reformed, by the ſmall reſiſtance he found 
in thoſe twoProvinces,whereProteſtants were moſt numerous,and 
the beſt ſituated for their own Defence, of any in his Kingdom; 
and being perſuaded he would meet with no Oppoſition any where 
elſe, gave at laſt rhe great Blow, repeal'd the Edict of Nantes, 
diſtributed his Dragoons thro' all the Provinces in his Kingdom, 
where there were Proteſtants, and conſtrain'd - all thoſe, who 
could. not eſcape their Fury by Flight, to abjure their Religion 
and embrace Popery. All the World knows what happen'd in 
that Year of Sorrow and Deſolation, which Io cb ſo many Spi- 
ritual Flocks, extinguiſh'd the light of the Goſpel in ſo many Pla- 
ces, and made ſo many of the Faithful wander over the Face of 
the whole Earth. Neither is any Body ignorant of that diſmal: 
and cruel Tragedy, which the Dragoons ated on the Stage of 
France, at the Expence of ſo many Wretches; the Methods un- 
known to former Perſecutors, which they made uſe of, to extort. 
a general Abjuration; the Wiles and Violences practis d to be- 
reave them of their Senſes, whereby near Eighteen Hundred 
Thouſand Souls ate fallen into Apoſtaſie, whilſt above Four: 
Hundred Thouſand, who perſevered in the Faith, were reduced 
either to conſult their Safety by a voluntary Baniſhment, or to- 
conceal themſelves in the Woods and Caves, and not a few were 
Lmpriſon'd, ſent to the Gallies, hang d on Gibbets, or broke up- 
on the Wheel. 0 eee e 
The Inhabitants of the Principality of Orange, who were Spe- 
ctators of this doleful Tragedy that was acted round about them, 
and who being Subjects to a Foreign Prince, flatter'd themſelves, 
that the French King, according to the Aſſurances he had given. 
them, would not moleſt them in the free exerciſe of their Reli- 
ion, provided they ſhould cauſe all bis Reſar med Subjects to with 
> Pauly), 14 Principality, were nevertheleſs. diſappointed in-. * 
their Hopes. For the very next day after, the Count of Grignar. 
had ſfignity'd to them that Order from the King his Maſter, altho? 
they had punctually and readily, obey d the ſame, they were in- 
veſted in the Night time by a Regiment of Dragoons, who poſ-- 
ſeſſed themſelves, of all the Avenues to the City. The Couat de 
Thefſe, whocommanded them, having entred it by break of day, 
%% a ice: immediately 
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immediately demanded that the Miniſters ſhould he brought he- 
fore him, but being told that they were not to be found, he de- 
clared, That he came only to #cquaint them with the King his 
Maſter's Orders; that he had no Deſign either againſt their Per- 
ſons or Religion, but if the Miniſters were not forth-coming, he 
was order'd to pull down the Churches, and to force them to 
change their Religion. Frighted and ſtunn'd by theſe Menaces, 
the poor Inhabitants of Orange fell into the Snare that was laid 
for them; they immediately Icokt narrowly for their Paſtors, 
and having perſuaded them to come out of the Places where they 
had hid themſelves, they innocently facrificed them to the Fury 
of the Wolves, whoſe Ravenouſneſs had not been ſatisfied, had 
they not deyour'd both Flocks and Shepherds all at once. The 
Count de Theſſe had no ſooner the Miniſters in his' Hands, than. 
he threathed them, That having ſpoken ill of the King his Ma- 
ſter; in their Sermons, they would infallibly be hang'd, unleſs 
they turn'd good Catholicks; and committed them to Priſon, till 
the Execution of the Sentence he had pronounc'd againſt them. 
The Miniſters, faithful to a greater Maſter, than he who cau- 
ſed them to be thus threatned, were not in the leaſt ſhaken by 
Count Theſſe's Menaces, but ſuffer'd with Conſtancy, all the ill 
Treatments they were expoſed to during Thirteen Years Con- 
finement in the Priſons of Orange, Valence, and Pierre-en-ciſe, 
whither they were conducted; worſe uſed in this, tho? as inno- 
cent, than the Proteſtant Miniſters of the Kingdom of Fance, to 
whom Paſles were readily granted to go into Foreign Countries. 
The Flocks were not better treated than the Paſtors; for contra- 
ry to the Promiſe twice repeated, the Churches were demoliſh'd, 
the Troops lodg'd at Diicretion upon the Proreſtanrs, and the 
latter forc'd by unheard of Barbarities, to abjure the Reformed 
Religion, andembrace Popery. I might here relate the Torments 
which were exercis'd on private Perſons, to oblige them to fign 
their Abjuration ; and particularly in what a cruel manner they 
us'd Mr. de Chambrun, Miniſter and Chaplain to the Prince of O- 
range, who ſome days before had broke one of his Thighs, who 
was in Bed ready to give up the Ghoſt, tormented with the Pain 
occaſion'd both by his late Accident, and by the Gout and the 
Stons with which he was often troubl'd; and upon whom 
they quarter d Forty Dragoons, who, during four Days =_

ſtaid in his Houſe, never left off moleſting him by their Iafulting; 
brutiſh Language, and kept him continually awake with a Drum 
that beat Night and Day at his Chamber Door; and who did 
not leave him till they had reduc'd him to the laſt Extremity. I 
might here alſo give the Detail of all the Troubles and Vexations 
which they underwent during the whole Courſe of the late War, 
while they were under the Yoke of Fance; of the Quartering of 
Soldiers, whereby they were harraſſed every Winter; of the ex- 
ceſſive Fines impos'd on thoſe-who refus'd to perform the Duties 
of good Cathbolicks; and of the falſe Accuſations againſt thoſe who- 
did not pleaſe the governing Party, thereby to have an occaſion 
either to ſend them to the Gallies, or to tranſport them into the 
American Plantations : But theſe crying Injuſtices and Barbarities 
being known by every Body, I haſten to what I have moſt particu- 
tarly in view in this Writing, I mean, the laſt Revolutions that 
have hefallen the Principality of Orange, and which have reduc'd. 
it to a diſmial Solitude. 15% 
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Of the Reſtoration of the Proteſtants of Orange, by. the Peace 
f Ryſwick, and what bappey'd in that Principality till the 
Death of King William © 101 4080 
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"T1 E Proteſtants of Orange, who, for Thirteen Years, had 
1 undergone the moſt Cruel and Barbarous Perſecution, 
whereby ſome were forc'd to fly into Foreign Countries, to ſhel- 
ter themſelves from the Storm; others impriſon'd, others ſent 
to the Gallies, others tranſported into the American Plantati- 
ons, and moſt of them conſtrain'd to defile themſelves with the 
Idolatrous Abominations of Rome, ſaw themſelves, at laſt; againſt 
and without Hope, deliver'd from the Troubles with which: 
they were overwhelm' d. The Peace of Ry/wick, by which the 
French King was oblig d to reſtore the Principality of Orange to 
King William, its Lawfal Sovereign, and to repair all the Wrongs 
he had done to his Subjects ſince the Peace of Nmeguen, put un 
Honourable End to their Sufferings. Thoſe who had groan'd o_ | 
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der the Yoke of Popery, recover'd their priſtine Liberty. Thoſe 
whom the Storm had diſpers'd into ſeveral Parts of the World, 
gather'd together again, and came to enjoy, in their own Coun- 
try, the Tranquility that was reſtor'd there; the Priſoners, and 
ſuch as were in Chains on the Gallies, were Tet free; the 
Churches were built up again; the true Religion reſtor d, and 
the Miniſters, who were let go out of the Goal of Pierre-en-ciſe, 
were receiv'd into the Principality of Orange, amidſt the loud 
Acclamations of all the People, who went out to meet them on 
the Frontier, and conducted them, in Triumph, into the City. 
The Joy of this happy Reſtoration, made the Proteſtants of Orange 
forget all their former Troubles and Sufferings. At the firſt 
News they heard of it, they fill d the City with Huzza's, and mu- 
tual Congratulations, and made their Houſes ring with the Praĩ- 
ſes of Almighty God, who had deliver'd them from the Tyranny 
of their Enemies; they choſe the moſt convenient Houſes to make 
_theirAſſemblies, and to render publickly their grateful Thanks to 
theirDeliverer; and pitch'd upon theDiſcreeteſt and moſtLearned 
Perſons amongſt them, to perform part of the Divine Service in 
the Abſence of their Paſtors. Never was a greater Zeal ſhewn, 
than what the People expreſt upon this occation ; inſomuch that 
the Houſes that were hired for theſe publick Aiſemblies, were 
never empty from Day-break till Sun-ſet, nay, many paſt there 
whole Nights,reading the Word of God,and ſinging his Praiſes. 

But if their Joy was great to ſee themſelves reſtor d to their 
former Liberty, it was not a little heightened, by perceiving that 
the Lightof the Goſpel that was kindled again in their Sanctuary, 
caſt its Beams into the Neighbouring Provinces, and was ſome 
comfort to their Brethren, who did not enjoy the ſame Happi- 
neſs, and groan'd ſtill under the Tyrannical Yoke of Popery. And 
indeed, notwithſtanding, Care was taken to place Guards on all 
the Avenues to the Principality, to hinder their Perſecuted Bre- 
thren from coming into it, they had the Conſolation to ſee con- 
tinually a conſiderable number of Souls ſtarv'd for want of Spiri- 
tual Food, who, at the hazard of their Lives, made their way 
through thoſe Guards, to come and inſtrutt themſelves in the 
Churches of Orange, from whence they carry'd back the Light 
they had receiv'd to their Country-men, that lay in the Dark- 
- neſs of Superſtition. The Fathers, pointing towards Orange, 
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There is the Place where the Mord of God is preach'd in its Parity 
where the true Sacraments are adminiſtred, and where the only way that 
leads to Erernal' Life is taught: And, by that means, Audled in 
this Hearts, that Zeal ſor the true Religion, which their Perſecu- 
tors endeavour'd to extinguiſn. The Proteſtants of Orange, amidſt 
their precious Liberty had alſo this farther comfort, that they were 
in a Condition torelieve, in their Neceſſities, ſuch Proreſtant Stran- 
gers, as either Shipwrack, or any other Accident oblig'd to paſs 
through France in their way homewards; and among the reſt, there 
went daily thraugh their City, ſome Engliſh Sea- men, who, coming 
from A aly and Provence, returned by Land into their Country, an 
for w hom a Miniſter of Orange, ho underſtands the Engliſh Tongue, 
and to whom care was taken to direct them, did often make Gather- 
ings in private Houſes ; what was So at Church, not being ſuf- 
ficient to anſwer the. Neceſſities of their Poor, and the Relief of ſo 
many Strangers as paſt daily through that great Road. But all 
thoſe Bleſſings which the Inhabitants of the Principality of Orange 
enjoyd, under the Authority and Protection of the King of Great 
Britain, who, by his Intereſt, ſuſpended all the ill Deſigus of their 
Enemies, (that ſaw. them enjoy thoſe; Advantages with Indignati- 
on) ere not of long continuance: For as their duration depended 
on that of the Peace, and King Milliam's Life, they were ſoon be; 
reft of them by ſeveral Ex ente. 
The Death of Charles II. King of Spain, was the firſt Accident 
that tronbled their Repoſe. The King of France, contrary to the 
ſolemb! Renuaciatlon he had made in his Articles of Marriage, the

They were in theſe uneaſie Circumſtances, when they 
heard, that King Villlam, their great and only Protector as ex- 
treamly ill, by a Fall he had from his Horſe; and this News, which 
ſpread a general Conſternation amongſt them, was followed ſoon 
after with that of his Death. Tis hard to imagin, much more to

This Affair was ſome time in ſuſpence, the King perſiſting in his 
Reſolution to ſuppreſs the Proteſtant Religion at Orange, and the 
Prince refuſing to put this Reſolution in execution. After many 
conteſts, a medium was propos d to ſatisfie the King, and to ſave 
the Prince's Honour and remove his Eears; which was,-to-exchange 
the Prigcipality, fer; an Equivalent, The Prince hay iug confenredng 
it, either voluntarily or by force, the King named Gommiſſionersfor 
this Affair, and publiſh'd a Declaration dated che 25th gf November 
17. N. S.) Importing, That having maturely conſidered the Diſor- 
ders which the free Exerciſe gf the pretended refarmed Notion in the Prin- 
cipaliry of Orange, bad accaſar din Langyodoo, Sr. "He bad efuy'd, 
wit h conſent of his C onſin the Prince % ati, ,ro.ex nge that Printipals- 
ty for other Lands in bis Dominions, to re- unit re ame to bis Crown, to 
aboliſh their Hereſy, and to eſtabliſh there Uniformuty in Religion. The 
Prince of Cont; having ſtarted ſome. difficulties: about che Conditi- 
ons of the Exchange, the Execution of this Neclaration was defer'd 
till the 1th of Fehryary 1.793. (N. So bich'time that Prince hav- 
ing a HE Signed 2 Deel. beteÞy he pade over is Princpalicy of 
Orange to the French, King, that Monarch. publith'd another Decla- 
ration, whereby. he did actually re-unite that Principality to che 
County, of Proyence ; which Declaration was ſent to the Parliament 
of: Ap, -in Order 20 be, RFEIRTER, ajd x, Commajiieh gingh co. che 
Count of Grignan, forthwith to repair to Orange, to cauſe the King 
of. France to be acknowledged ag their Sovereign; aud.in his Name, 
to ſuppreſs the Proteſtant Religion. 

TheProteſtants of that Principality who had fully cleared themſelves 
from all the Accuſatioas brought againſt them, and whom the Prince 
of Conti continually aſſu d of his Protection, comforted on the one 


hand by, the Promiſes of that Prigce, and allarm'd on che other by 


the Miſchiefs with which they were threathed, paſt above 3 Months 
in this anxious uncertainty ; and tis eaſie to imagine what Condition 
they were in, when they heard of a ſudden, that that Prince had ſur- 
rendred them up to the French King's Mercy ; and that the Count 
de Grignan was coming to pronoynce to them, and execute their Sen: 
tence. ee e eee e e ee 
There never was ſo great a Deſolation among any People;: and 

there happen'd on this occaſion a Paſſage that deſerves a place in 
this Relation. On Friday the 23d of March 103. when the me- 
lancholy

lancholy News was brought to Orange, and which the Proteſtants 


thought to be the laſt they ſhould have the Liberty to aſſemble in 


their Church, all the People went thither in Crowds, melting into 
Tears, and the Miniſter who preach'd that Day, after having caus d 
the 51th Pſalm to be Sung kneeling (the Singing of which was con- 
tinually interrupted by Sobs and Groans) having begun his Sermon 


in theſe Words, We muſt at laſt, Dear and Beloved Brethren, take our 


Leave of you, and perhaps bid you an Eternal Farewel. The whole 
Aſſembly broke out into ſuch loud and diſmal Cries, as frighted the 
Roman Catholicks, and were heard a Mile off from the Church. *T was 
in vain that the Miniſter exhorted the People to be atteative, for he 
was ſtill interrupted by the ſame Lamentations of the whole Aſſem- 
bly: Some Women loſt their Senſes through the violence of their 
Alffliction, and moſt of the Aſſiſtants would not go out of the 

Church when the Miniſter came out of the Pulpit, Crying out, That 
they were willing to Die in that Holy Place. a 


in the mean time Count Grignan advancing towards the Principa li- 


ty of Orange, accompanied with his Guards and a Regiment of Foot, 
arriv'd there the 28th of March. The Report that flew about in 
Provence, that the Malecontents of the Cevennes had pais d the Rhone 
to come to the Relief of Orange, oblig'd the Count to halt within 
half a League of the City, to know the certainty of that Report 

and tho' he was inform'd of the contrary, yet the Soldiers he had 
brought along with him were ſo much poſſeſs d with fear, that to 
put them in heart again, he was oblig'd to quarter them all together 
ia one part of the City. He took up his Quarters in the Biſhop's 
Palace, where immediately he caus'd the Conſuls and other Officers 


to take the Oathof Allegiance, and having declar'd the King's Plea - 


ſure touching the reformed Religion, he order'd the Churches to be 
ſhut up, and the Keys brought to him; and placed Centries at the 
Gates; which done he ſuſpended the Miniſters in their Miniſterial 
Functions, forbad them upon pain of Death to make any Aſſemblies, 
and confined them to their Houſes, till his Majeſties further Pleaſure 


{hould be known. 
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CHAP. VII. 


Hh the Probe ftants of Orange being left to chooſe either to em- 
brate the Romilh Religion, or to go out of the Principality, 
they took the Chriſtian and generous Reſolution to retire. 
What Troubles were rais d to them to hinder their going ; and 
hom they were receiv'd in Geneva and Swillerlaod. 


N the mean time the Proteſtants of Orange, ſhnt up in their 
K Houſes, and under the deepeſt Conſternation at this ſad Cata- 
ſtrophe, expected their laſt doom with mortal Uneaſineſs. They 
fear d every thing both for their Paſtors who were charg'd with be- 
ing the Authors of the Iaſurrection in the Cævennes, and for them- 
ſelves, the King's Declaration importing poſitively, That it was his Plea- 
ſure entirely to root out the Hereſy of Calvin in that State, and eftabliſh 
Uniformity of Religion. And indeed the King's firſt Intention was 
to force them a ſecond time to abjure their Religion, and embrace 


Popery, the Regiment Count Grignan had brought with him being 


come on purpoſe for that Execution. But the Prince of Conti not 
to loſe bis Intereſt with the Proteſtants of Neufchaſtel, and in ſome 
meaſure to keep his Promiſe with thoſe of Orange, did earneſtly in- 
tercede for them with the French King, and it happened contrary 
to the general Expectation, and by a Miracle of Providence, that 
that Monarch agaiaſt his natural Inclination, againſt the Declaration 
be had publiſh'd, and the Advice and preſſing Sollicitations of 

all his Miniſters, granted to the Paſtors Paſſes to retire to Geneva, 
and to all the Proteſtant Inhabirants, the ſpace of three Months to 
fell their Eſtates, with Liberty to thoſe who would not voluntarily 
embrace the Romiſh Religion, to follow their Miniſters. This Order 
came three Weeks after the ſuppreſſion of the publick Exerciſe of 
the Reformed Religion, and was Publiſh'd with ſound of Trumpet 
the 20th of April 1703. in all the principal Streets of Orange. 

This agreeable News caus'd an univerſal Joy among the Prote- 
ſtants, who during all the time of their Alarms, having remain'd 
mut up in their Houſes, went ont immediately, ran in Crowds to 
their Miniſters, and congratulated each other for this unexpected 
Bleſſing. The Miniſters were order'd forthwith to depart, and two 
Guards were given them to conduct them ſafe to the Frontiers. The

yery Day the King's Order was publiſh'd, all the People without 
loſs of time, expos'd to Sale their Eſtates and Houſhold Goods; 


but they ſoon perceiv'd, 1 1xmy great 8 that the Liberty che 


French King had granted them, was but a ſham Favour. They: 
offer*d to make over the Debts owing to them for half the Capital, 


and their Lands for one third of the real Value; but nevertheleſs no 


Body appear d to purchaſe eicher, the King's Officers having under- 
hand warn'd the Roman Catholicks, that ſuch ſhould be look d upon 


as Enemies of the Church aud State, who ſhonld buy any thing be- 


longing to the Proteſtants, and their Confeſſors having perſuaded 
them that thereby they ſhould bring a Curſe into their Families, and 
intail it on their Poſterity. By this means they firmly expected to 
reduce the Proteſtants to the impollibility, of leaving the Kingdom 3 
and *tis certain, that if Providence had not ſo. order d it, that there 
ſhould be found ſome Jem, in the Principality of Orange, and in the 
Neighbourhood, who bought a great part of the Moyeables that were 
- expos'd to Sale, the three parts in four of the People, if not more, 
had been abſolutely unable co make the Journey, through the Rout. 
that was appointed for them; and the rather becaule- the three 


Months that were allow'd them, expir'd preciſely at the time when 


they had conſumed all the Product of, their Lands, and, when, they 
ſhould have gather'd the Crops of Corn, Wine, Oyl, Silk, Saffron, 
and other Commodities, with which the Country abougds, and are 


the oaly means the meager Sort have to ſubſiſt all the Lear, Howes -

ver notwithſtanding the Streights they were reduced to, all the Peas. 


ple in general perſiſted in the Reſolution to depart, and to Sacrifice--1 


all they enjoy'd to the Glory of him who call'd upon them to take; 
up his Croſs, and imitate his Suſſerings. aas 

The Women of the moſt ſubſtantial Families began their Journey 
firſt, and a great quantity of neceſſary Houſhold-Goods was laid on 


Mules to be ſent to Geneva: But the Proteſtauts of Orange heard + 
with Grief, chat thoſe Mules had been ſtopt upon ſeveral Precences, 


and that the Women had been Rob'd of their Jewels by the Cuſtom- 
Officers on the Frontiers. From this they plainly perceiv d, that *twas 
delign'd to ſend them all Naked out of the Kingdom, and employ 
all imaginable means to oblige them to ſtay. In effect, the French 


King's Officers taking notice that the wealthier ſort had got Mone 
enough by the Sale of their Goods aud otherwiſe, to aſſiſt the Poor 


to make their Jourucy wich them, they found out a means to make 
the Rich ſpend the little Money 8 had gather'd, and to 
| 2 N 
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the Poor to follow them. Thus they impos'd on the Men, from the Age 
of 7 Years and upwards, of what quality ſoever, even on thoſe that 
were decrepit with Age, and broke with Diſeaſes, the neceſſity of 
paſſing through Nice to Geneva, and to go 160 Leagues through the 
horrid Mountains of the Alps, inſtead of 48 if they had gone the di- 
rect way. A Report was alſo rais'd in order to frighten them all, 
that they were led this way with deſign to embark them at Vice, and 
make them Periſh at Sea, as the Inhabitants of a Village in the Ce- 
vennes had been ſerv'd a few days before: But all theſe Wiles and ill 
Treatments had no effect: The Men remain'd unmoved at all theſe 
frightful Reports, and crying Injuries that were put upon them; and 
the.Rich ſhared their Mony with the Poor. They departed at the ap- 
inted time in different Companies, and by the generous Liberalicy 
ofthe Engliſh Conſul at Nice, and the Orders the Duke of Savoy had 
given to his Subjects, to treat them wich Humanity, they arrived at 
Geneva to the Number of 1100, and entred that City with almoſt 
the ſame Joy as if they had entred a Paradiſe. Some old Men 
and ſick Perſons not having been able to reſiſt ſo tedious a Fatigue, 
Died in the way, and went to a more blisful Place than Geneva, to 
receive the Recompenſe of their Virtue and Sufferings. * 

The Women and Children who were permitted to go the ſhort- 
eſt Way, fared nevertheleſs worſe than the Men; for there being 
no Carriages for them by Land, they were conſtrained to embark 
themſelves on the Rhone, expos'd to the ſcorching Heats of the 
Dog-Daye, and ſtow'd up one upon another in open Boats. Twas 
4 pitiful Spectacle, to behold 600 Women or Children, who hav- 
ing not wherewithal to pay their Fare, were left on the Banks of 
the Rhone, and pierc'd the Air with lamentable Cries ; and theſe 
r Wretches would certainly have been conſtrain'd to deliver 
up themſelves to their mercileſs Enemies, if Mr. Denys, an Elder 
of the Conſiſtory, and a wealthy Banker of Orange, thro” a rare 
and truly Chriſtian Generoſity, had not gone to the Place where 
this Barbarity was acted, and paid out of his own Pocket the Paſ- 
fage of thoſe miſerable People, who departed at laſt, after having 
ſuffered very much at the Place where they Embark'd. However, 
| this was but a beginning of Sorrow; for in order to diſcourage 
them to go on their Journey, and oblige them to return home, the 
| Water-men that conducted them, were ordered to hale them up 
the Rhone with extream ſlowneſs, and not to advance above one 
League a Day; the Inn-keepers upon the Road were directed to 


refuſe 
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refuſe them both Shelter and Suſtenance; and the Children, bei ng 
ſet on by others, pelted them with Stones as they paſt along, re- 
proaching them with the Name of Camiſards, and often attempted 
to cut the Ropes wherewith the Boats were haled up, to make them 
all periſh in the Rhone, the moſt rapid River in the World. Seve- 


ral Women and Children not being able to bear ſo much Trouble 


and Miſery, choſe to go on foot to Geneva; and: thoſe who ſtaid in 
the Boats, were forced to live upon ſuch Proviſions as they had 
provided at Orange, which they ſhared among themſelves, but 
which had not been ſufficient to keep them from ſtarving, if the 
Swiſs and Geneva Merchants reſiding in the City of Lyons, had not 
made a conſiderable Gathering for them, and furniſh'd them with 
Neceſlaries to arrive at their Journey's end. At laſt, after fix 
Weeks ſufferings, which were not a little encreaſed; by finding 
moſt of their Goods ſpoil'd by the Water that was got into the 
Boats, they arrived at Geneva, to the number of 1500, and had the 
comfort to ſee their Husbands and Relations, who had gone thro” 


Nice, came there the ſame day. - 


It is not difficult to imagin, in what condition thoſe poor people, T 


both Men, Women and Children, arriv'd at Geneva, after ſo many 
Torments and Vexations. Their Wearineſs and Miſery yielded a 

ctacle, that drew Tears from all that were Witneſſes of it. 

he Inhabitants of Geneva, mov'd with Compaſſion towards them, 
afforded them all the Comforts they could wiſh in their Exile; for 
they not only ſent a great number of Waggons to Seiſſel, to bring 


them up to their City, and to defray the Charge of thoſe Carriages, . 
which amounted to a conſiderable Sum, but alſo took care, as 


ſoon as they arriv'd, to lodge them in their Houſes, where they 
have ſtaid ſeveral Weeks, being fed, Cloathed, and ſupplied with 


all Neceſſaries. But this ſmall Republick not heing able to bear 


any longer fo great a Burthen, which has coſt them above 400 
Pounds Sterling; the Proteſtant Cantons of Swiſſerland, extraor- 
dinarily Aſſembled at Aran about this Affair, reſolved to eaſe the 


City of Geneva, and in their turn, to give Sanctuary and Relief to 


thoſe poor Wretches. Thereupon they ſent their Deputies to Ge- 
ne va, Where they caus'd the Proteſtants of Orange to be Embark'd . 
on the Lake, and afterwards diſpers'd them into the four Evange- 
lic Cantons of Bern, Baſle, Zurich and Schafj-Hou/e, where they 
are now entertain'd in private Houſes, as they were at Gene. 


ſkock'd: 


But Swiſſerland being a Country not. extreamly fertil, and overs © 
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ſtock'd with Inhabitants, they have been given to underſtand, that 
they cannot ſtay there longer than this Winter, which has oblig'd 
them to depute three of their Miniſters to go to the three moſt Po- 
tent Proteſtant Sovereigns, viz. her Majeſty of Great Britain, the 
King of Pruſſia, and the States of the Vnited Provinces, both to ſtir 
up their Compaſſion towards their miſerable Condition; and to 
beſeech them to recommend them to the Charitable Beneficence of 
all good Chriſtians, and well diſpoſed Perſons in their Dominions.

T? HE French King, after having treated the Proteſtants of the 

Principality of Orange with ſo much Rigour, and prevented 
their carrying away with them any thing out of his Kingdom, has at 
laſt given them the laſt mortal Blow, by deſpotling them for ever of 
their Goods and Eſtates, which he had before permitted them to diſ- 
Poſe of in three Months time, as appears by the Decree of Confiſca- 
tion, made in the Court of Parliament at Provence, by the Intendant 
of that Province, which is as follows, |
